You have heard, perhaps, of the old ad- 


age that the step which has been taken can 
never be retraced. 


It may be that you have heard that time 


will correct all mistakes. 


Not so with municipal ownership of tele- 


phones. 


Suppose that Lima were to vote to enter 


the telephone business, bonding up the city 
to the extent of nearly a million dollars to 
make the initial investment The city would 
then be in for it for not less than twenty 
years, and perhaps more. 


Under the provisions of the laws of Ohio 


the city could not let go of the plant in less 
than twenty years, no matter how ruinous 
it might prove. With service deteriorated 
and the plant depreciated more and more 
every years, Lima would have to sit silently 
aside and count the time until the two dec- 
ades had elapsed. 


.But that isn't all. Suppose that the city 


failed to meet tho obligations duo the hold- 
ors of the bonds. Of course. Ihoro is thft 
possibility that no one will want them, but 
if tho issue, secured by a franchise, is sold, 
the holders may foreclose on the mortgage 
bonds when the interest fails to show up. 
What does that mean? 


Simply that outside capital will control 


the local plant for twenty years under the 
terms of the franchise. The plant will be 
operated by men who have no personal in- 
terest in Lima, have not had a hand in tho 
development of the city and lack apprecia- 
tion of the city's needs.

23.—Re- 


gardless of the outcome of the com- 
ing election President Wilson will 
be asked to make another move for 
peace. Word was received here that 
a. movement along this line again is 
beins strongly 
fostered 
by the 


American netural 
conference com- 


mittee, of which Hamilton Holt is 
chairman and several, organizations 
•whose identity has not yet been re- 
Tealed. The appeal to the president 
will be made shortly after election. 
It will be made simultaneously to a 
similar appeal to the pope and very 
probably King Alphonso of Spain, it 
is understood here. 


Officials here say the new peace 


movement will have the active sup- 
port of all of the elements that were 
enlisted in the original Henry Ford 
peace movement and also will in- 
clude socialistic forces of "interna- 
tionaldom", hag for some time back 
been working independently in their 
home countries seeking to create a 
sentiment for ending the world war. 


The plan 
now under considera- 


tion is to request the president to 
offer his good offices as mediator 
and to couple this offer with a re- 
quest that, in view of the fact that 
the great 
combinations 
along the 


various fronts now are entering into 
the "quiet" winter stages, all parties 
agree to an armistice while an ef- 
fort > is made to see whether there 
can not be found some sort of com- 
mon meeting ground for diplomatic 
parleys.

And 
it is knowji, while the president has 
not yet conferred with Ambassador 
Gerard, the latter has let him know 
that in his opinion Germany would 
not consider any peace plan under 
existing conditions that called for 
anything more from her than a res- 
toration of conditions as they pre- 
vailed before the war. 


All of the information available 


here is that the war will continue 
for at least another year. 
Despite 


the enormous losses on all sides the 
military leaders are still confident 
everywhere. And officials here who 
should know say that the rumors 
that Russia will conclude a separate 
peace with Germany during the com- 
ing winter are without foundation. 
The military authorities here who 
aro closely 
watching developments 


claim that the biggest campaigns of 
the entire war will be fought on the 
•western front through the coming 
winter, spring 
and 
summer, and 


that it will be the autumn of 1917 
before any of the belligerents will 
be in such condition as to consider 
any other means than force for end- 
Ing the war. 


The officials also say this does net 


mean that they look for a complete 
victory for either side. They believe 
that the eventual outcome must be 
more or less a deadlock and frankly 
state that if the peoples of the war- 
ring nations 
themselves could be 


made aware of the exact situation a !

almost'every position but the normal 
one: against the middle of the chest, 
on the shoulder near the oar, dn the 
knee. 
Their fingering 
is elemen- 


tary; they use the bow sometimes as 
a hammer, sometimes 
as a whip: 


they pluck at the strings 
with all 


their fingers at once, as if thej 
would tear the 
heart out of the 


tormented fiddle. And, indeed, it is 
the heart that, cries and sobs and 
exults in the joyful agonies of the 
csardas. 
Tho time 
varies,

rhythm fantastically disguised by a 
prolonged vibration, as it were, of 
notes humming round a central tone. 
In ita keen intensity 
and profuse 


ornamentation, an arabesque of liv- 
ing flame, it is like nothing else in 
music. 
Anil in this unique effect the 


national instrument, the czimbalom, 
counts for 
much. 
The czimbalom 


consists of a framework 
of wires 


fixed on a sort of table. The wires 
are struck by flexible quills, padded 
at the end, which are held one iu 
each hand.
